attempted assassination. 

Three policemen on duty at Blair 
House at the time of the attack 
were Wotinded.

According to bést reports the two 
assassins approached Blair House, 
one from the east and one from the 
west..

Most Americans have no illusions 
about Premier Tito of Yugoslavia.
